SAINTS produced one of 
the most memorable 
results in their entire histo¬ 
ry as they destroyed 
Sunderland 8-0 at St 
Mary’s today. 

On a phenomenal afternoon, 
Ronald Koeman’s side turned 
in a record-setting display that 
will be talked about in these 
parts for years, even decades, 
to come. 

The result not only represent¬ 
ed Saints’ biggest-ever Premier 
League win, it also matched 
their largest-ever margin of 
victory in any league game, fol¬ 
lowing on from an 8-0 home 
success over Northampton 
way back in 1921. 

At the end, Sunderland’s 
players trudged off the pitch, 
heads bowed, with one travel¬ 
ling fan even pictured in tears. 

By contrast, Saints, who 
remain third in the table, 
received an enormous stand¬ 
ing ovation, while manager 
Ronald Koeman embraced and 
spent time consoling his oppo¬ 
site number, Gus Poyet, at the 
final whistle.

Saints were set on the way by 
a stunning Santiago Vergini 
own goal, with Graziano Pelle 
and Jack Cork making it 3-0 
before half-time. 

After the break, Koeman’s 
side found another gear and 
completely took apart a 
demoralised Black Cats outfit. 

Liam Bridcutt’s own goal was 
followed by another from 
Pelle, before Dusan Tadic, 
Victor Wanyama and Sadio 
Mane rounded the famous vic¬ 
tory off. 

Sunderland had actually 
started the match well, and it 
was little surprise when they 
struck first - the only problem 
for them was that it was in the 
wrong net. 

Morgan Schneiderlin lofted a 
ball over the top of the Black 
Cats’ defence and attempted to 
burst onto it himself, but 


Vergini raced back towards 
his own goal to clear. 

As the ball dropped, the full¬ 
back - who was trying to put it 
behind for a corner 
unleashed a stunning half-vol¬ 
ley that flew into the far cor¬ 
ner. 

It was one of the most incred¬ 
ible own-goals you will see, 
bringing raucous laughter 
from the home fans as replays 
were shown on the St Mary’s 
big screens, while the 
Sunderland supporters shook 
their heads in disbelief. 

Cries of “sign him up” from 
the Saints faithful would have 
done little to improve their 
mood. 

Neither would what hap¬ 
pened in the 18th minute, as 
more calamitous defending led 
to Saints doubling their lead.

Ronald Koeman made two 
changes from the team that 
lost 1-0 at Tottenham last 
time out. 

Sadio Mane, who played for 
Senegal on Wednesday 
night, was dropped to the

bench in favour of Shane 

Long. 

Jack Cork was also added to 
the line-up, taking the place 

of Victor Wanyama, who had 
been away on duty with 

Kenya during the week. 

For Sunderland, there was 
one change, as injured full¬ 
back Billy Jones was 
replaced by Wes Brown. 



Sunderland’s defence hit 
Sebastian Larsson, with the 
ball falling to Tadic. He slipped 
a pass immediately into the 
run of Steven Davis down the 
inside-left channel, with the 
midfielder, who this week 
signed a contract extension to 
2018, squaring for Pelle to tap 
in. 

Sunderland issued a 
reminder that they still 
posed a threat, when 
Sebastian Larsson tested 
Fraser Forster with a 25- 
yard free-kick, but they 
were then lucky not to 
be reduced to ten men, 
as Lee Cattermole 
escaped with a yellow 
card after he clothes- 
lined Shane Long in 
midfield. 

Cattermole then 
nearly provided 
Sunderland with 
a route back into 
the game, as his through-ball 
put Steven Fletcher in. 

The striker got there a yard 
before Forster, knocked it past 
the keeper and was brought 
down by him. 

Fletcher’s touch was far too 
heavy for referee Andre

Marriner’s liking, however, 
with the ball practically 
behind before contact was 
made. 

Sunderland were furious at 
the lack of a penalty, although 
perhaps some of their frustra¬ 
tion could have been directed 
at Fletcher, who went looking 
for the spot kick, when he 
could just as easily have 
kicked the ball the other side of 
Forster and into the net. 


Moments later, Saints moved 
even further out of sight, as 
Tadic was given time in the 
area to pick out the run of the 
unmarked Cork at the back 
post. 

He sent a first-time effort 
towards the bottom corner, 
which Vito Mannone perhaps 
should have kept out, only to 
push it inside of his post for 3- 
0.

one change at half-time, swap¬ 
ping Wes Brown for Bridcutt. 

It did little to change the pat¬ 
tern of the game, though, with 
Saints nearly adding a fourth 
when Pelle nodded a Tadic 
delivery into the path of Davis, 
who fired over from the edge of 
the box. 

Schneiderlin was the first 
Saints player to receive a cau¬ 
tion, after a high foot on 
Fletcher. 

From the resulting free-kick, 
Vergini’s terrible afternoon 
continued, as he headed over 
from a great position, after 
Fletcher had nodded Larsson’s 
delivery back across goal. 

Pelle and Long then both sent 
in shots that Mannone com¬ 
fortably dealt with, before 
Poyet threw on Adam Johnson 
and Jack Rodwell for Gomez

Charlton’s 
unbeaten 
run ended 

at Cherries 


Saints Spotlight 

Koeman ‘in shock’ at score 




CALLUM Wilson netted the only 
goal of the game as Cherries 
ended Charlton’s unbeaten 
record in the Championship at 
Dean Court today. 

Wilson prodded home his eighth 
goal of the season in the third 
minute as Cherries made it 
three league victories in four 
games. 

Brett Pitman was drafted in for 
his first Championship start 
since March as boss Eddie 
Howe made one change to his 
Cherries starting line-up. 

Former Cherries loan goalkeep¬ 
er Stephen Henderson was 
forced to scramble to his left to 
turn Matt Ritchie’s low drive 
past the post in the second 
minute. 

The chance came about after 
Charlton midfielder Johann Berg 
Gudmundsson had gifted the 
ball to Ritchie with a stray pass 
- and it would prove a costly 
error. 



From the resultant corner, 
Cherries worked the 
ball to the left 
flank where 
Marc Pugh’s 
trickery saw 
him outwit his 
marker before 
he crossed 
into the dan¬ 
ger zone. 

And Wilson 
(pictured) was 
on hand to 
steer the ball 
past Henderson 
from close range, 
the striker registering his eighth 
goal of the season. 

Tommy Elphick’s last-ditch sav¬ 
ing tackle denied Karlan 
Ahearne-Grant a shooting 
chance before the young 
Addicks striker’s low drive was 
blocked by Steve Cook with 
Johnnie Jackson spooning the 
loose ball over the crossbar. 


Henderson got down smartly at 
his near post to save after 
Wilson had met Ritchie’s clever 
free-kick in the 17th minute 
with Andrew Surman blazing 
over the top. 

Artur Boruc made a top-drawer 
save to keep out 
Gudmundsson’s free-kick, the 
giant Pole clawing the ball over 
the top after it had looked des¬ 
tined for the top corner. 

Wilson could only find the side 
netting from a tight angle after 
Pitman’s slide-rule pass had put 
him in before Cook climbed to 
meet Ritchie’s corner, only to 
see his header flash past the 
post. 

Deep into added time, Boruc 
saved at his near post after 
Lawrie Wilson had met Callum 
Harriott’s high cross with a firm 
header.

SAINTS manager Ronald Koeman 
admitted he was left in a state of 
shock after watching his side 
demolish Sunderland 8-0. 

An incredible afternoon at St 
Mary’s saw the club record their 
biggest ever margin of victory in a 
league match and produce a dis¬ 
play that will hold a special place 
in their history. 

“I’m very pleased,” said a rather 
understated Koeman afterwards. 
“I’m still a little bit in shock, 
because that 8-0 was not a normal 
result.” 

Koeman suggested his side did 
not deserve to be 2-0 up in the early 
stages, as Santiago Vergini’s 
incredible own-goal and Graziano 
Pelle’s tap-in masked what had 
been an impressive start from the 
visitors. 

“I was surprised after 20 minutes 
about the score, 2-0 up, and we did¬ 
n’t start well the game,” said 
Koeman. 

“Sunderland was the dominant 
team and we had problems. 

“We were lucky for the first one, 
an own-goal, and that gave us a lit¬ 


tle bit more confidence, maybe a 
little bit more organisation in the 
team and we wake up after that. 


“We were maybe a little bit lucky 
after the 2-0 - I would have to see 
the clip back to see if it’s a penalty 


or not (after Fraser Forster 
brought down Steven Fletcher) - 
but very proud about the second 
half. 

“We had 17 players out in the 
international break and if you 
showed that ambition to the last 
second of the game it was great, it 
was the best that I see ever of the 
team, and that was important, 
because we played great football, 
we scored great goals and it was a 
great afternoon.” 

Koeman consoled Sunderland 
manager Gus Poyet at the full-time 
whistle, adding: “I know Poyet 
very well. Out in Spain we played a 
lot of times against each other - he 
was a player of Zaragoza and I was 
a player of Barcelona. 

“I said ‘Unlucky, disappointed, 
because you did not deserve this 
score today.’ 

“They played well in the begin¬ 
ning of the game and I know the 
game is 90 minutes, but then my 
feeling was to the other manager, 
because losing 8-0 is a big result 
against your team and we spoke 
about that and the rest is private. 


OWN GOAL WAS ONE 

OF THE BEST EVER

YOU know it’s your day when 
your team takes an early lead 
with one of the better own 
goals you’ll ever see. 

Without wanting to take any¬ 
thing away from super Saints, it is 
the first of their EIGHT goals 
against Sunderland that will stay 
longest in the memory, following 
their biggest-ever Premier League 
win, writes SIMON WALTER. 

Santiago Vergini’s sweetly struck 
half-volley bettered anything this 
reporter can remember seeing 
anywhere and that includes all edi¬ 
tions of Danny Baker’s Own Goals 
and Gaffes. 

As Saints continue to show there 
is much to look forward to post- 
Pochettino, it was somehow fitting 
that another Argentinian defender 
should present Ronald Koeman’s 
side with such a welcome gift. 

Like Pochettino, Vergini is a 
Newell’s Old Boy old boy, but it is 
from Estudiantes that he has been 
loaned and it was clear to see why 
he is surplus to their requirements 
as he pinged Saints into a 12th- 
minute lead. 

Even if you were not at St Mary’s 
this afternoon but are on Twitter, 
you may have seen Vergini’s slap¬ 
stick moment when he was still 


wishing for the turf to swallow him 
up. 

Footage was immediately posted 
on the social media site and 
‘Vergini’ was trending for the rest 
of the afternoon. 

Just in case you have not seen it, 
Morgan Schneiderlin had knocked 
the ball on and was attempting to 
chase it down after a slick Saints 
move. 

But there was no obvious danger 


to the Sunderland goal when 
Vergini crashed his right-footer 
past the helpless Vito Mannone 
from 17 yards. 

It set the tone for a magnificent 
afternoon as Saints ran riot, refus¬ 
ing to settle for their 3-0 half-time 
lead by hitting a further FIVE in a 
madcap second half. 

Despite Spurs’ win against Saints 
a fortnight ago, Pochettino could 
be feeling like he has netted an 


own goal of his own by leaving St 
Mary’s for White Hart Lane, fol¬ 
lowing his new club’s 4-1 defeat at 
Manchester City. 

Saints’ thrashing of the club that 
inflicted two defeats on them 
under Pochettino last season 
means they are the Premier 
League’s top scorers. 

Their defeat at Spurs would 
appear to be a mere blip. 

But why focus on an own goal 
when there was so much to admire 
from the 11 in red and white? 

Quite. 

Despite their generosity, not an 
ounce of mercy was shown to Gus 
Poyet and his team. 

Here is one of Saints’ greatest 
wins in one paragraph: Jack 
Cork’s scoring spree continued 
with his third of the season in his 
third start, there was an oppor¬ 
tunistic first for Dusan Tadic, a 
first goal also for Sadio Mane a sec¬ 
ond of the season for Victor 
Wanyama as well as another two 
for the irrepressible Graziano 
Pelle. 

Oh, and it was in trying to deny 
the Italian that Liam Bridcutt 
scored the afternoon’s other own 
goal. 

But this was a day when Saints 
did not need a helping hand.

CRAIG McAllister netted for the first 
time this season as Eastleigh beat 
stragglers Nuneaton Town 2-1 at the 
Silverlake Stadium in the Vanarama 
Conference this afternoon, writes PETER 
HOWARD. 

Jamie Collins bagged the Spitfires second as 
the Spitifres looked to be cruising to victory. 

But Lee Fowler’s 67th minute free kick set¬ 
up a nervy finale for the Spitfires as the visi¬ 
tors searched hard for an equaliser. 

The Stoneham Lane outfit have now record¬ 
ed back-to-back victories after winning 4-1 
against Halifax last weekend and lift them¬ 
selves to just off the play-off places. 

And Richard Hill’s side have now done the 
double over the Warwickshire side, who are 
stranded in the relegation zone. 

A good sight for the Silverlake faithful was 
James Constable return from injury as a sec¬ 
ond half substitute. 

An unattractive fiddly, stop and start open¬ 
ing 15 minutes saw two Nuneaton players - 
James Armson and Dane Griffiths - booked 
and a number of free kicks conceded by both 
sides. 

But after McAllister grabbed the opening 
goal, splendidly hitting home a half volley 


from the edge of the box past the outstretch 
arm of Town rookie keeper James Hogarth- 
Wren on 18 minutes, Eastleigh were mostly in 
the first half driving seat - creating many 
chances but failing to extend the lead. 

Jai Reason had time and space at the near 
post, but squandered a glorious chance. 
McAllister, Collins and Ben Stevens orches¬ 
trated some good play with Stuart Fleetwood 
benefiting from a couple balls into box - the 
resulting shots were well stopped by keeper 
Hogarth-Wren. 

Dean Beckwith closed out the half when he 
narrowly missed the target with a header at 
the back post from Michael Green’s cross. 

Nuneaton barely troubled Ross Flitney’s 
goal - although Gareth Dean planted a head¬ 
er just wide and a square ball whistled unat¬ 
tended through the Spitfires box - other than 
that a dominant half by Hill’s men. 

You’d have expected the Spitfires to kick-on 
and escalate their control after the restart, 
but it returned to being a bit stop and start - 
play didn’t flow at all. 

And it was a scruffy finish by Collins that 
saw Eastleigh double their lead on 56 minutes 
after a throw-in by the midfield man wasn’t 
cleared by the away side. 

The ball bounced its way to McAllister,

whose cheeky back-heel found the onrushing 
Collins. His half scuffed shot hobbled into the 
right of the net. 

Moments later Nuneaton forward Oneme 
Sodje missed an open goal in acres of space. 
His awful, spooned shot clattered against the 
post and Green cleared off the line. 

But just as Eastleigh looked comfortable, 
Fowler put Liam Daish’s side back into the 
match with wonderfully struck free kick on 
the edge of the box, that powered its way past 
Flitney. 

Minutes later he darted into the box. His 
soft shot slipped out of Flitney’s hand and off 
the bar. 

The game should have been beyond 
Nuneaton’s reach, but instead a late surge 
saw a nervy last 15 for Eastleigh. 


There were waved-away calls against 
Beckwith for hand ball in the box and Ben 
Hutchinson couldn’t climb high enough to 
head home from close range. Another effort 
was flashed across goal, but Town couldn’t 
find the leveller.

WHITCHURCH United’s unbeaten 
start to the Sydenhams Wessex 
season ground to a halt at pre-sea- 
son title favourites Winchester 
City this afternoon. 

The surprise League leaders 
competed well to go in 1-1 at half¬ 
time, but had Jamie Mansell sent 
off in a a niggly second half as 
Winchester emerged 3-1 winners at 
the Denplan City Ground. 

City suffered a pre-match blow 
when top scorer Warren Bently 
pulled up in the warm-up with a 
groin niggle. Geoff Dunn stepped 
in to partner Zach Glasspool up 
front. 

The game got off to an eventful 
start with Winchester taking a 
fourth minute lead via the penalty 
spot. 

Dom Cope got a slightly heavy 
touch on Chris Mason’s crossfield 
pass as he roamed free on the left 
of the area. United keeper Brad 
Snelling dashed out and slid in, 
taking Cope’s legs from under him, 
leaving referee Lewis Sandoe no 
option but to point to the spot. 

Snelling was cautioned and, 
though he got a hand to the penal¬ 
ty, the strike by GLASSPOOL car¬ 
ried enough force to take it in. 

The referee brandished another 
yellow card on ten minutes, This 
time it was Snelling’s opposite 


number Jason Collins who went in 
the book after he had raced out of 
his area and collided with Danny 
Phillips as the pair closed in on a 
long ball forward by Whitchurch. 

With Whitchurch scrapping for 
everything in a somewhat frantic 
game, Winchester had to fight for 
the right to play their football. 

Having had to work hard to 
match their visitors industry, City 
gifted Whitchurch a 34th minute 
equaliser. 

A loose back pass by Mike 
McEnery on City’s right fell 
straight into the path of ex-Romsey 
Town striker PHILLIPS who glee¬ 
fully tucked away surely his easi¬ 
est chance of the season. 

Dunn fired just over and 
Glasspool was crowded out in a 
decent shooting position as City 
tried to atone for their generosity, 
but the half ended 1-1. 

Just as in the first-half 
Winchester struck early to reclaim 
the lead. 

It was a route one effort with 
Collins’ long kick knocked on for 
DUNN who showed great comp- 
sure to knock the ball past 
Snelling. 

A tetchy game showed signs of 
boiling over on 52 minutes when 
McCarthy reacted angrily to a 
challenge by City skipper Stuart 


Green, resulting in both players 
being booked. Three minutes later 
Scott Hassell went in heavily on 
Green who required treatment and 
the Whitchurch man was yellow 
carded. 

With the tackles continuing to fly 
in, McEnery thought he had put 
clear daylight between the teams 


when, after several stabs he man¬ 
aged to poke the ball past Snelling 
and into the net, but the referee 
blew for a foul on the keeper. 

Winchester tried to settle down 
and play their football, Glasspool 
steered a shot just wide at full 
stretch from Nathan’s assist. 

Ben Stanbrook created panic in 


the Whitchurch defence from 
Glasspool’s low free-kick and, with 
tension building, it was only a mat¬ 
ter of time before things boiled 
over again. 

It was Mansell to pay the price, 
receiving a red card for kicking out 
at Mason and reducing the visitors 
to ten men. 

With Winchester now imposing 
themselves on the contest they 
strung together their best move of 
the afternoon with Glasspool twice 
extending passes with Dunn whose 
right-wing delivery was fired over 
by Mason from close range. 

Snelling was then called into 
action again to block out Glasspool 
and the rebound went wide off City 
substitute Chris Manning. 

Winchester made it 3-1 a minute 
into stoppage time with a goal set¬ 
up by Dunn. 

Ironically the former Eastleigh 
and Lymington youngster had 
been due to go off a couple of min¬ 
utes earlier, his replacement 
Adam Robert had the wrong num¬ 
ber shirt on. 

It worked in the home side’s 
favour when Dunn squared for 
GLASSPOOL to make the point 
safe. 

Whitchurch kept going to the bit¬ 
ter end with Hassell smashing a 
powerful shot wide. 


EIGHT-PAGE SAINTS PULLOUT IN MONDAY’S ECHO 
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Bookies’ 
favourites 
hand Poole 
a reminder 

LAST Saturday’s 3-2 defeat at St 
Neots was a reminder to Poole 
Town that they are not going to 
have it all their own way in the 
Evo-Stik Southern Premier 
Division. 

Heading up to Cambridgeshire, 
the Dolphins boasted a near per¬ 
fect record of 11 wins and a draw 
from their first 12 league games. 

But a visit to Rowley Park, 
home of big-spending St Neots - 
the bookies’ pre-season title 
favourites - was always likely to 
be Poole’s biggest test of the 
campaign so far. 

And so it proved. 

Despite taking a 13th-minute 
lead when former AFC Totton 
defender Jamie Whisken forced 
the ball home through a crowded 
six-yard box, the Dolphins were 
hit by a double-whammy from 
Saints’ prolific marksman Drew 
Roberts - the first on the stroke 
of half-time - before Lewis 
Hilliard made it 3-1. 

Substitute Luke Roberts, 
another of Poole’s ex-Totton 
contingent, pulled one back late 
on from a corner by Steve Devlin 
who was 
desperately 
unlucky in 
stoppage¬ 
time when 
his thumping 
25-yarder 
was tipped 
onto the 
crossbar. 

Weighing 
up the per¬ 
formance, 

Poole boss 
Tom Killick, 
right, said: “I 
didn’t think 
there was 
much 

between the 
two sides. 

“The significant event from our 
point of view was their equaliser 
on the stroke of half-time. 

“They scored and then the ref¬ 
eree blew almost immediately. 
That was difficult psychologically 
for us because it changed the 
complexion of the game. 

“We weren’t well beaten by any 
means and, even at the end, we 
struck the crossbar when the 
’keeper got a slight touch. We 
just fell that little bit short.” 

Killick, though, is a realist and 
added: “As much as we were 
upset, we have no divine right to 
get out of this league. 

“There are some unbelievably 
powerful teams in this division 
and going to St Neots was a 
reminder of that. 

“We have clubs like Weymouth 
languishing behind us at the 
moment and, two or three years 
ago, nobody would ever have 
thought that would be the case. 

“Sometimes people can get a 
little unrealistic with their expec¬ 
tations, but I am proud of what 
the players have done so far.”

MUCH of the footballing talk this week 
has been about ticket prices, after the 
government’s sports minister Helen 
Grant stated she was concerned at the 
rising cost of watching the game. 

She said: "I feel clubs really must not take 
their fans for granted as it was revealed the 
average price of the cheapest tickets across 
English football has risen at almost twice the 
rate of the cost of living since 2011.” In other 
news today: grass has been reported to be 
green, the sky is blue and water is wet. 

If anything shows how out of touch modern 
politicians are with their constituents then it 
has to be this. 

Tickets prices in football have been a source 
of annoyance for supporters for years, not 
just since 2011. 

You’re looking at a minimum of £130 for a 
family of four to have a day out at a Premier 
League club... and I reckon that’s a conserva¬ 
tive quote. It’s a scandalous amount. 

You’d never get that sort of pricing policy 
anywhere else in life, but the fan is trapped 
and the clubs know it. 

If your weekly shopping bill at Tesco was 
£40 and it could be £30 at Aldi, you’d shop else¬ 
where. You can’t do that with football, your 
club is your club for life, through thick and 
thin, and you can’t just change brands. 

EXPLOITED 

Clubs know that and to a certain extent they 
exploit that. 

For years I’ve had issues with the way foot¬ 
ball fans are treated at matches. 

For what you spend, do you the football fan 
feel you get value for money? 

Forget the match itself, it’s a sport and the 
performance and the result are out of your 
hands. But for the actual match day experi¬ 
ence, do you feel you get value for your 
money? If you hesitated before answering 
that question, think about this scenario. 

You buy tickets for the Lion King at the 
Mayflower, there’s a police presence, the 
auditorium staff tell you where your seat is, 
you’re constantly looked at by them as the 
performance goes on, being told sternly 
how to view the musical, not to make too 
much noise or you’ll be ejected from the 
theatre. That sort of thing would never hap¬ 
pen.

Sterling fatigue is tiresome

RAHEEM Sterling’s decision to ask 
to sit out England’s game against 
Estonia because he was tired can be 
viewed as either a selfish or selfless 
act. 

The selfish argument is how can he 
possibly be tired, he has so little to 
do most of the time, and he should 
get out there and do his job. 

If it was an engagement for one of 


his big sponsors, would he have 
struggled through it? 

The selfless argument goes along 
the lines that fatigue can hit any¬ 
body, including sports people, and 
by not playing he didn’t risk letting 
his team down. 

The truth is that there has been a 
breakdown in the management of 
Sterling, as sad as it is that we 


accept footballers need managing in 
such a way. 

He simply should not be too tired 
to play this early in the season, and 
so something somewhere between 
his handling at Liverpool and 
England has gone badly wrong and 
led to a completely unsatisfactory 
outcome that should never have 
come to pass. 



HE’S not always the player that 
catches the eye of the crowd. 

He’s not always the one whose contri¬ 
bution is poured over by television pun¬ 
dits. 

But anybody doubting Steven Davis 
need only look at his recent internation¬ 
al record to realise his impact. 

Davis has been a real unsung hero at 
Saints. 

While all the talk over the summer 
was of the star names that departed, and 
those who might follow, somewhat sur¬ 
prisingly Davis was never linked with a 
move away. 

Good news for Saints, of course, but 
surprising given it proves how under 
the radar he flies even within the foot¬ 
balling world. 

Since joining the club in the summer 
of 2012, Davis has been a pivotal mem¬ 
ber of the squad. 

Not only is he versatile enough to 
switch between a defensive and attack¬ 
ing midfield role, but he can pull both of 
those contrary positions off with 
remarkable ease. 

Davis has been labelled with some¬ 
thing of a workhorse type midfielder 
tag, but that is unfair. 

He does put in the leg work for his side, 
and can be an excellent shield for the 
back four when played in a deeper role, 
but his real talents have been shown 
further forward. 

When people talk of creative talents in 
the Saints squad ,they speak of Mane, 
Tadic and Pelle. Last season it was 
Lallana, Lambert and Rodriguez. 

Nobody seems to speak of Davis. 

And yet last season he had more 
assists than any other Saints player 
managed and also was the club’s fourth 
top scorer. Not bad for a supposed work¬ 
horse. 

He is far more creative than anybody 
ever gives him credit for. 

His teammates are in no doubt over his 
contribution, and now he’s proving it 
still further on the international stage. 

Davis is the Northern Ireland captain, 
and they are flying right now. 

Back-to-back wins during the latest 
international break means they have 
secured three wins from three and are 
well on course for qualifying for Euro 
2016. To put that into context, they have 
never qualified for the European 
Championships before. 

They are footballing minnows of some 
repute whose squad contains a handful 
of youngsters and many players not 
playing top flight football. 

Davis is a major catalyst behind their 
success. 


As one of their biggest stars, as it 
were, he is a key member of the squad. 

Not just his presence and abilities on 
the pitch but also his experience of play¬ 
ing in big games against great players 
helps those around him. 

Nobody can argue with the results 
that Northern Ireland have achieved, 
against all odds. 

Of course, to keep it going and make 
that big step to actually qualifying is 
still a tough ask. 

Davis, though, is proving on the inter¬ 
national as well as the domestic stage 
what a star he is, even if his contribu¬ 
tion is somehow continually over¬ 
looked. 



Move on 

IT’S been impossible to escape the 
hoopla that has followed Ben Flower’s 
red card in the Rugby League Grand 
Final. 

Wigan’s Flower picked up a six-month 
ban for punching St Flelens player Lance 
Flohaia to the ground and then clobber¬ 
ing him again while he lay on the pitch. 

It was a fairly shocking attack, more so 
the second punch rather than the first. 

It goes without saying that is not some¬ 
thing that many people want to see, but 
there has been a vast 
overreaction. 

While his actions 
were worthy of a 
significant ban, 
we should not for¬ 
get that he plays 
in a sport where 
such incidents, and 
others of equal sav¬

Flower’s error of judgement came in a 
massively high profile and televised 
game, meaning the images were beamed 
into homes that would not normally see 
this sport or understand anything about it 
on news bulletins. 

Taken out of the context of the sport in 
general, it is brutal. 

But this is a sport, and it needs to be 
kept in perspective. 

Flower has been punished and people 
need to move on.

THE scenes in Belgrade this week as 
the match between Serbia and Albania 
erupted into chaos were a sad 
reminder that sport is always a victim 
of politics and regional tensions. 

In a dream world football would be 
the thing that bridges the gap between 
two divided nations with some sad 
recent history. 

Instead it provided the perfect plat¬ 
form for political protest and unrest 
that only escalates tensions still fur¬ 
ther. 

UEFA will act and punish the nations 
involved, and where the players were 
out of control and there was inappro¬ 
priate security rightly so. 

But what they, and no one else, can 
control is the raw emotion that comes 
with areas so recently touched by 
conflict. 

Sport, though, must carry on. 

It remains one of the best hopes of 
finding a common bond in the future.

ENGLAND - Fraser Forster 
and Nathaniel Clyne 

Victories over San Marino and 
Estonia have left England in a good 
position to make it through to Euro 
2016 with a game against Slovenia 
up next in November, as well as a 
friendly against Scotland. 

The international break had its 
highs and lows for Clyne, who was 
delighted to get a call-up but then 
disappointed to sit out both games 
on the bench. 

Former Saints teammate Calum 
Chambers was preferred at right 
back despite initially being named 
in the under-21s, when Clyne was 
widely expected he would win his 
first cap. 

Forster, who has won two caps for 
his country, continues to play sec¬ 
ond fiddle to Joe Hart. 


ENGLAND UNDER-20S - Matt 
Targett and Harrison Reed 

The Saints pair played a key role 
as Adrian Bothroyd’s under-20 side 
won a four nation tournament in 
Holland. 

Left-back Targett and midfielder 
Reed both started the first game, a 
victory over Germany, but with 
only one clear day before the sec¬ 
ond match against the hosts the 
Saints duo were then rested. 

They returned to the side for the 
crucial final game against Turkey 
with Targett named as captain. 

England secured a 1-1 draw and, 
with it, the title. 


ITALY - Graziano Pelle 

One of the biggest Saints winners 
from the international break was 
Pelle. 

His dream start to 
the season contin¬ 
ues. 

After five goals in 
eight league and 
cup games since his 
£8m summer move 
to St Mary’s, he won 
his first interna¬ 
tional call-up - at 
the age of 29 (the 
same age as 
Wayne Rooney is 
now). 

After sitting out 
a narrow win over 
Azerbaijan, he got the nod to start 
against Malta and bundled home a 
scrappy goal that proved to be the 
winner on his debut. 

Italy have not been entirely con¬ 
vincing thus far, but are in total 
command of their group.

However, Long had to watch from 
the bench as he was an unused sub 


in both games. 

It leaves them second in Group D 
level on points with leaders Poland 
with an away game in Scotland up 
next. 

SERBIA - Dusan Tadic 

It has been an international break 
Tadic will want to forget. 

First up he played the full game as 
Serbia required a late equaliser to 
bag a draw in Armenia. 

He was then on the pitch amid the 


chaotic and violent scenes as the 
game against Albania was aban¬ 
doned on Tuesday after a drone car¬ 
rying a flag was flown over the 
pitch before chaos ensued. 

With UEFA investigating, it 
remains to be seen what action 
might be taken and what impact 
that could have on Serbia’s chance 
of qualifying. 

FRANCE - Morgan 
Schneiderlin 

With France already qualified as 
hosts of Euro 2016, they are cur¬ 
rently playing friendlies. 

Schneiderlin appeared as a sub in 
the game against Portugal last 
weekend before playing the full 90 
minutes as France defeated 
Armenia 3-0 three days later. 

PORTUGAL - Jose Fonte 

A first call-up to the Portugal 
squad for Fonte but he’s still wait¬ 
ing for his first cap after being an 
unused sub in the friendly against 
France and then a 1-0 Euro 2016 
qualifying win over Denmark. 

Portugal host Armenia next. 

NORTHERN IRELAND - 
Steven Davis 

It’s been another fantastic inter¬ 
national break for Steven Davis. 

He captained Northern Ireland to 
back-to-back wins over the Faroe 
Islands and Greece which leaves 
his nation in pole position to quali¬ 
fy for Euro 2016 with nine points 
from a possible nine thus far. 

Ireland have never qualified for a 
European Championship finals 
before. 

SENEGAL - Sadio Mane 

Mane is a star man for country as 
well as club and played the full 90 
minutes as Senegal and Tunisia 
battled out a 0-0 draw in Dakar. 

The return Africa Cup of Nations 
group qualifier looked to be head¬ 
ing towards another stalemate 
before Tunisia struck a winner 
deep into stoppage time on 
Wednesday. 

Senegal face Egypt away in a vital 
game up next. 

ZAMBIA - Emmanuel Mayuka 

It’s been back-to-back games 
against Niger for Mayuka and co in 
the Africa Cup of Nations quali¬ 
fiers. 

He was a second half sub in a 0-0 
draw in the away game before earn¬ 
ing a starting spot in the return 
match. Mayuka bagged a valuable 
goal in a 3-0 win that leaves Zambia 
with a real chance of making the 
finals with Mozambique and Cape 
Verde left to face. 

Mayuka helped Zambia lift the 
Africa Cup of Nations in 2012, scor¬ 
ing from the spot in a penalty shoot¬ 
out win over Ivory Coast after a 0-0 
draw. 

KENYA - Victor Wanyama 

Life doesn’t get any easier for 
Kenya. They were surprisingly 
eliminated before the group stages 
of the qualification for the Africa 
Cup of Nations, and now have been 
beaten by Morocco 3-0 with 
Wanyama leading the side. 

USA UNDER-23 - Cody 
Cropper 

The young keeper was on the 
wrong end of a 3-0 defeat in a glam¬ 
our fixture away to Brazil.

Tottenham’s Martin Jol won it in 
December 2004, when his success¬ 
es that month included a 5-1 thrash¬ 
ing of Harry Redknapp’s Saints. 


SAINTS were this weekend 
aiming to end a long winless 
streak against Sunderland. 

Prior to the Black Cats’ Premier 
League visit to the south coast, 
Saints had not beaten the north east 
club in eight league and cup outings. 

Here, the Sports Pink looks back at 
all the clubs’ post-war league meet¬ 
ings at The Dell and St Mary’s. 

October 15, 1960 
Saints 3 Sunderland 2 

Goals from Derek Reeves, George 
O’Brien and Tommy Mulgrew give 
Saints victory in the first ever league 
clash between the two clubs, a sec¬ 
ond division encounter. 

November 18, 1961 
Saints 2 Sunderland 0 

George O’Brien and Derek Reeves 
were on target again against a 
Sunderland side that finished the 
season in third place. 

September 22, 1962 
Saints 2 Sunderland 4 

Brian Clough bags a hat-trick for 
the visitors, with George Kirby twice 
replying for Saints. 

Clough scored 24 goals in the first 
24 league games of the season before 
suffering a knee injury on Boxing 
Day 1962 which eventually forced 
him to retire from playing. 

April 11 1964 
Saints 0 Sunderland 0 

Saints, who scored exactly 100 sec¬ 
ond division goals that season, fire a 
rare blank against a Sunderland side 
who win promotion as runners-up to 
Leeds. 


August 31 1966 
Saints 3 Sunderland 1 

Ted Bates’ men collect their first 
ever home win as a top flight club. 

In only the fourth game of the sea¬ 
son, Saints have already played 
Sunderland twice after losing their 
first away game of 1966/67 at Roker 
Park a week earlier! 

George Mulhall put the visitors 
ahead early in the second half, but 
Saints hit back through Terry Paine 
(penalty), John Sydenham and Ron 
Davies. 


November 25 1967 
Saints 3 Sunderland 2 

Saints hit back from two goals 
down to win thanks to Ron Davies’s 
83rd minute goal. 

Terry Paine had earlier brought 
Saints back in contention four min¬ 
utes before half-time, with Mick 
Channon levelling just after the 
hour. 



HERE are some great photographs from the Southern Daily Echo 
archives, taken when Sunderland arrived at The Dell for an FA 
Cup third round tie in January 1948. Saints, who had lost to the 
north east club three times in the Cup in the 1930s, won 1-0 
thanks to a goal from Eric Day.

THERE is more money swishing around 
the coffers of the Premier League clubs 
than ever before. 

It allows the elite to spend ever larger sums 
of money on players, and to pay them ever 
larger salaries. 

It has also allowed them to spend millions 
on improving their stadiums. 

Sadly, no financial benefits have been 
passed onto the supporters. 

This week’s annual BBC Price of Football 
survey contained a host of sobering statistics. 
It revealed the cost of watching football has 
risen by almost twice the rate of inflation 
since 2011. 

Fans of Premier League clubs are now pay¬ 
ing almost four times the amount for a season 
ticket compared to supporters in Germany. 

The average price of the cheapest match- 
day ticket across all four divisions is now 
£21.49, up 13 per cent since 2011. 

That compares to a 6.8 per cent increase in 
the cost of living. 

No shock, really. 

The Premier League has long since shown 
it’s recession proof, as the clubs rake in ever 
more money from highly lucrative domestic 
and overseas television deals. 

Though it would be nice for the clubs to pass 
on some savings to the fans who continue to 
fill the stadiums, let’s live in reality. 

Arsenal is the most expensive club in 
Europe to watch via a season ticket, ranging 
from £1,014 to £2,013. 

No surprises there either. 

The Gunners have always had the most 
expensive tickets in recent years. 

In January 2013 Manchester City returned 
900 of their 3,000 away seat allocation for The 
Emirates after many fans refused to pay £62 
for a ticket. 

Four years earlier, Arsenal ‘only’ charged 
City fans £32.50 for the same seats. 

The cheapest match-day ticket in the 
Premier League has risen by 15.8 per cent, 
31.7 per cent in League One and 19 per cent in 
League Two. 

Only in the Championship has it dropped - 
by 3.2 per cent.

now costs £508 compared to £138 in the 
Bundesliga. 

Bayern Munich fans can pay as little as £109.65 
to watch one of the best teams in modern football 
history. 

In Spain, Barcelona fans can get a season tick¬ 
et for just £103.38. 

That’s cheaper than a season ticket to watch 
Eastleigh or any of the Spitfires’ Conference 
Premier rivals! 

Manchester City have the cheapest season tick¬ 
et in the Premier League starting at £299. 

That is the same price as Conference Premier 
club Aldershot’s cheapest season ticket, and 
only £10 more than Macclesfield’s cheapest! 

When you look at it that way, then some 
Premier League offer great value for money. 

A season ticket at Conference club Torquay 
can cost as much as £415. You can buy cheaper 
season tickets at seven Premier League clubs. 

Yes, some of the top flight season ticket prices 
are ridiculous. Come on, £2,104 for a season tick¬ 
et at The Emirates! £1,895 for a season ticket at 
Tottenham! £1.250 for a season ticket at Chelsea! 

But those are London clubs and they charge 
London prices. Anybody who has been to the 
capital knows you need a bigger wallet to have 
fun there than anywhere else. 

Entertainment and fun cost these days, and not 
just in football. 

A day out for a family of four at any major 
theme/amusement park in the country won’t get 
you much change, if any, from £100. 

I recently paid over £70 for two tickets to go and 
watch the Rock of Ages musical at 
Southampton’s Mayflower theatre. 

So what is ‘cheap’ these days, really? 

Only a few weeks ago I paid £21 to sit down and 
watch a fourth division game, Dagenham v 
Exeter City. 

Some might say that is a lot of money to watch 
League 2 football, and I wouldn’t disagree. 

Certainly compared to paying £15 for the 
cheapest matchday seat at Newcastle, £16 for the 
cheapest one at Hull or £19 for the cheapest one 
at Leicester. 

Again, for comparison purposes, the cheapest 
matchday ticket at Bristol Rovers is £18. The 
cheapest at FC Halifax, Torquay, Aldershot, 
Barnet and Kidderminster is £17 

And lest we forget, all those prices are to watch 
Conference Premier football. 

This week’s survey worked out the cheapest 
matchday out comprising a ticket, programme, 
pie and cup of tea. 

Kidderminster was the dearest in the 
Conference, at £26. Leicester’s was only £1.50 
more and that is to watch football four divisions 
higher. 

The most expensive matchday ticket at Bristol 
Rovers is £26. You can buy a cheaper one at nine 
Premier League stadiums. 

So who is fleecing the fans here? 

It’s not cheap to watch football in any of the top 
five divisions. That’s not a criticism of the clubs, 
it’s just stating a fact. 

Football clubs are no more guilty than other 
organisations or clubs, pubs or restaurants in 
charging extravagent sums compared to the 
‘good old days’, whatever they were. 

I still find it hard to believe I paid £21 to watch 
a fourth division game at Dagenham the other 
day. 

But go to any pub with a few friends and a 
round of drinks could cost that much, and unless 
you drank more slowly than anyone I’ve ever 
known they wouldn’t last 90 minutes. 

That’s life in the year 2014.

ONLY four British players have 
ever won the Golden Boot for 
finishing as the top scorer in a 
European top flight league. 

Former Saint Kevin Phillips is 
the only English striker to have 
lifted the silverware, after net¬ 
ting 30 goals for Sunderland in 
his debut Premier League 
campaign in 1999/2000. 

Scottish star Ally McCoist is 
the only Brit to win the award 
twice, in successive seasons 
for Glasgow Rangers in the 
early 1990s. 

That leaves two Welshman to 
have been crowned top gun in 
Europe. 

One is very well known, 
Liverpool legend Ian Rush, the 
top scoring Welshman in inter¬ 
national history. 

The other is less well known, 
Porthmadoc’s David Taylor. 

He struck 43 goals in 38 
League of Wales games in 
1993/94 to top the charts. 

Taylor never enjoyed such 
glories again, and he never 
scored more than 14 goals in a 
Welsh League season in his 
career! 

Since the 1996-97 season,

the organisers have awarded 
the Golden Shoe based on a 
points system that allows play¬ 
ers in tougher leagues to win 
even if they score fewer goals 
than a player in a weaker 
league. 

The weightings are deter¬ 
mined by the league's ranking 
on the UEFA coefficients, 
which in turn depend on the 
results of each league's clubs 
in European competition over 
the previous five seasons. 

Real Madrid star Cristiano 
Ronaldo shared the Golden 
Shoe with Luis Suarez for his 
31 goals last season. 

Ronaldo has won the Shoe 
three times in recent years, but 
his best ever league season in 
terms of goals saw him only 
finish second. 

The Portuguse ace belted 46 
La Liga goals in 2011/12 and 
still didn’t win the silverware, 
as Barcelona’s Lionel Messi 
struck a record 50 times in the 
same league. 

Remarkably, Ronaldo’s tally

SAINTS flop Bradley Wright- 
Phillips is on the verge of 
setting a new goalscoring 
record in the United States 
of America. 

The striker’s goal for New 
York Red Bulls against Toronto 
last weekend was his 25th in 
only 30 Major Soccer League 
games in 2014. 

Wright-Phillips now has two 
more regular season Eastern 
Conference matches left as he 
bids to break the existing 
league record of 27. 

New York face Montreal this 
Sunday and Columbus next 
week as they bid to book their 
place in the end of season play¬ 
offs. 

Wright-Phillips, who cost 
Saints £500,000 from 
Manchester City in 2006, is 
chasing the current MSL 
record of 27 goals scored by San 
Jose’s Chris Wondolowski in 
2012 and Roy Lassiter (Tampa 
Bay) in 1999. 

Another ex-Saint, Stern John, 
scored 26 goals for Colombus 
Crew in only 27 games in 1998, 
earning him a move to 
Nottingham Forest. 

Wright-Philips, 29, has plun¬ 
dered three hat-tricks this sea¬ 
son. 

In April he scored three in a 4- 
0 win against Houston and the 
following month repeated the 
feat in a 5-4 home loss to 
Chicago Fire. 

Last month he struck his 
third triple in a 4-1 victory over 
Seattle Sounders. 

Wright-Phillips, who was 
released by Saints in the sum¬ 
mer of 2009 with the club in 
administration, has already 
established a New York MSL 
goals record. 

The previous record of 19 was 
held by Colombian Juan Pablo 
Angel, who spent six years with 
Aston Villa between 2001-07. 

In addition to his league scor¬ 
ing exploits, Wright-Phillips 
also scored New York’s winner 
in a friendly against Arsenal in

August. He then netted the 
equaliser in another friendly 
against the mighty Bayern 
Munich while playing for the 
MLS All-Stars side. 

Wright-Phillips only scored 25 
goals for Saints in his three sea¬ 
sons at St Mary’s, from 66 
league and cup starts plus 
another 55 appearances off the 
bench. 

As hard as it is to believe for 
Saints fans, Wright-Phillips has 
easily outscored Arsenal leg¬ 
end Thierry Henry in 2014. 

Henry has so far managed 10 
goals in 29 Red Bulls appear¬ 
ances, but has also provided 14 
assists - compared to Wright- 
Phillips’ two. 

Republic of Ireland star 
Robbie Keane is currently the 
third top leading marksman in 
the MSL in 2014 with 19 goals 


from 28 games for LA Galaxy. 

Like Henry, Keane has also 
showcased his all-round skills 
by claiming 14 assists. 

Elsewhere, ex-England strik¬ 
er Jermain Defoe has bagged 11 
goals in 19 starts for Toronto. 

New York, who have played 
in all 18 seasons of the MSL, are 
aiming to win the title for the 
first time. 

They can also call on the tal¬ 
ents of former Everton star 
Tim Cahill, ex-Manchester 
United trainee Richard 
Eckersley and one-time 
Charlton midfielder Lloyd 
Sam. 

Currently the Bulls are the 
only MSL franchise in the New 
York metropolitan area, but 
that is about to change. 

As from next year, the New 
York City FC franchise will 


play competitively. 

They will be based at the 
Yankee Stadium in The Bronx, 
while the Red Bulls will contin¬ 
ue to be based in Harrison, 
New Jersey. 

New York City are owned 
by Manchester City FC 
and the New York 
Yankees baseball team. 

Former Manchester 
City player Claudio 
Reyna is the team’s 
sporting director, 
and he has already 
signed up Frank , 
Lampard and David i 
Villa for the 2015 sea- , 
son. 

Wright-Phillips, 
therefore, has very |

FIRST there was Pele. 

Then there was another Brazilian leg¬ 
end, Carlos Alberto. 

Then there was another World Cup 
winning skipper, Franz 

Beckenbauer. 

In the same team was Italian 
international striker Georgio 
Chinaglia, who scored at the 
rate of almost a goal a game 
in almost 400 appearances. 

These stellar names were 
watched regularly by crowds 
of over 40,000. 

Those were the star attrac¬ 
tions back in the 1970s at the 
New York Cosmos. 

Now, the city’s soccer head- 
line-grabber is a man whose 
name is synonomous with frus¬ 
tration and disappointment at 
Southampton. 

Bradley Wright-Phillips. 

The Coca-Cola Kid. 

Signed partly with money 
Saints had been given in the sum¬ 
mer of 2006 by the soft drinks 
giant for winning a fans’ com¬ 
petition, Wright-Phillips 
^ spent three years at St 
\ Mary’s. 

That time co-incided 
with the club losing to 
Derby on penalties in 
the Championship play | 
off final and, two years 
later, the twin nightmare of 
administration and relegation to 
the third tier of English football. 

It is hard to think of Wright- 
Phillips playing a starring role 
one of the great cities in the world, but 
that is what he’s doing. 

His goals provide New York Red 
Bulls with the hope they can win 
the Major Soccer League title for the 
first time. 

If they did, it would be the first 
time the city has reigned 
supreme in soccer since the 
Cosmos’ glory days of the mid to 
late 1970s and early 80s.

Lauderdale two years later. Dutch legend 
Johann Cruyff signed for the Aztecs in 1979, 
the same year the club appointed Rinus 
Michels as head coach. 

Michels had coached Ajax and Barcelona 
and in 1988 guided a Dutch team containing 
Saints boss Ronald Koeman to the 
European Championship title. 

Many British players were also 
tempted to play in the summer 
NASL. 

Charlton striker Mike 
Flanagan outshone Pele when 
he was voted Most Valuable 
Player in 1978 after hitting 30 
goals in 28 games for the New 
England Tea Men. 

Ex-Derby star Roger Davies 
won the MVP two years later 
while at Seattle Sounders, while 
former Brighton and Nottingham 
Forest winger Peter Davies was 
awarded the honour in 1983 during 
his time at Seattle. 

Former England striker Dennis Tueart 
and Coventry’s Steve Hunt also 
turned out for the Cosmos along¬ 
side the stellar names. 

Three former Saints - Alan Ball, 
Peter Osgood and Frank 
Worthington - all played for the 
Philadelphia Fury, as did Leeds 
legend Johnny Giles. 

Ex-Saints defender Manny 
Andruszewski spent a couple of 
years with the Tampa Bay 
Rowdies. 

The Florida club once asked 
Saints boss Lawrie McMenemy to 
manage them, but he turned them 
down. 

In many ways, though, the undoubted 
star of the NASL’s glory years was 
Cosmos striker Chinaglia. 

He struck almost 400 goals for 
the club, including 50 in 1980 - 32 in 32 
regular season league games and 18 
more in just seven play-off ties. 
The Lazio legend scored seven 
goals in a game, against Tulsa in 
1980 and the Chicago Sting a 
year later. 

They were two of the 16 games 
in which he scored three or 
more goals. 

Wright-Phillips, therefore, has a 
long way to go before New Yorkers 
with long memories talk of his scoring 
exploits in the same breath as 
Chinaglia’s...

Doubts over Mills’ City future as player tak< 


LAST Saturday’s valiant 3-2 defeat at Concord 
Rangers marked the end of Winchester City’s 
interest in the 2014/15 FA Cup. 

But what fans didn’t know at the time was that 
it may also have been classy defender Leigh 
Mills’s farewell appearance for the cathedral city 
club. 

Less than 24 hours after returning from Canvey 
Island, it was announced that the highly-rated 26- 
year-old had decided to take a break from football 
for personal and family reasons. 

When Mills, pictured right, first arrived at his 
home town club Winchester during Paul 
McCarthy’s reign in 2010, there were a few City 
fans pinching themselves that a player of his 
pedigree had turned up on their doorstep 

Aged just 22 at the time, this was a player who 
had commanded an initial fee of £150,000 when 
Tottenham had signed him as an exciting 16-year- 
old from Swindon Town. 

He had played 12 professional games on loan at 



Gillingham from Spurs and featured in the same 
England youth set-up as Theo Walcott, Michael 
Mancienne and Fabrice Muamba. 

The life of a professional footballer 
just wasn’t for him, however, and 
after taking a break from the game 
Mills found contentment at 
Winchester City where he was a 
commanding presence in Guy 
Butters’ Sydenhams Premier title¬ 
winning side of 2011/12. 

He stepped up briefly with Eastleigh 
in the Conference South the 
lowing season, reuniting with 
Richard Hill who knew him 
as a youth player. 

But, months later, he was 
back on the 
Wessex scene ^ 
with

& Langley before returning to his first love 
Winchester. 

City consider themselves privileged to have had 
a player of Mills’ stature lining up for them and 
will miss him dearly, but director of football Dave 
Malone fully respects his decision to take a break. 

He explained: “Leigh has recently taken on 
additional responsibilities at the school he works 
at, he’s got two young kids and I think he feels 
he’s being pulled in all directions at the moment. 
He cannot commit the time needed to sustain the 
high standards he has set himself.

Mason reunited with 
Carter and Wort 


BYRON Mason’s move to Gosport 
Borough was finally made official 
on Tuesday night - just in time to 
see his former Sholing teammate 
Lee Wort net his first goal for the 
Privett Park club. 

Although the Boatmen confirmed 
that midfielder Mason was on his 
way ten days ago, he didn’t actu¬ 
ally put pen to paper for Alex 
Pike’s Conference South side until 
the 3-0 FA Cup third qualifying 
round victory over Maidenhead 
United. 

After drawing 1-1 in Berkshire 
over the weekend, Borough had all 
to play for in Tuesday’s replay with 
a distinctly winnable trip to 
Western Premier Division side 
Willand Rovers - the lowest 
ranked team left in the competition 
- on offer next Saturday (October 
25). 

Borough didn’t disappoint with 
two-goal Dan Wooden paving the 
way to victory before substitute 
Wort took centre stage with a 
stunning third. 

Having already gone close to 
opening his account with a great 
run and shot which crashed into 
the side netting, the St Mary’s- 
based hotshot finally got his stop¬ 
page-time reward with a cool chip 
over the ’keeper from 20 yards. 

Gosport lost one rugged mid¬ 
fielder in the summer when ex- 
Eastleigh man Jamie Brown exited 
the club following comments made 
on Twitter. 

Now boss Alex Pike believes 
Mason can be a similarly imposing 
figure in the Borough engine room. 

“When Jamie Brown left the 
squad, we lost that ‘dog’ in mid- 
field who has that physical pres¬ 
ence,” he said. 

“Byron Mason will give us some¬ 
thing different that we will need 
over the coming months.” 

Mason shouldn’t take long to 
settle with Wort and fellow ex- 
Sholing teammate Mike Carter for 
company at Privett Park. 

Losing another of May’s FA 
Vase-winning heroes leaves a big 
hole for the Boatmen to fill as their 
new-look side acclimatise to the 
Southern One South & West. 

But Sholing co-boss Dave Fear 
believes it would be wrong to

SKIPPER Scott Arnold revealed there had been

DARHTOH: BASH ROLE 
BECAME UNTENABLE 


ANDY Damton says he resigned 
as co-manager of Bashley 
because his position had 
become “untenable.” 

With Nick Ferguson having left 
the New Forest club’s committee 
due to increased travel commit¬ 
ments, Bash are looking to bring 
new finance on board, writes 
WENDY GEE. 

And Darnton, who had worked 
alongside chairman Angela 
Speechley-Price’s husband Graham 
since the start of the summer, 
decided enough was enough after 
being informed by his co-boss that 
the club were “actively looking for 
a manager who can bring in finance 
and players”. 

Effectively that would have put 
Darnton out of a job if and when the 
new manager was appointed. 

“This put me in an untenable posi¬ 
tion, so I resigned with immediate 


effect,” Darnton explained. 

“To say I’m disappointed is an 
understatement, especially the way 
it was done by text from Graham. It 
was Bashley who approached me to 
come over in the first place!” 

Prior to the arrival of ex-AFC 
Totton trio Ferguson and the 
Speechley-Prices it looked as if 
Bashley might go to the wall during 
the summer. 

The club survived but, with limit¬ 
ed finances at their disposal, they 
are struggling one of the foot of the 
Evo-Stik Southern One South & 
West. 

“Operating at this level with zero 
budget is near impossible to attract 
quality players, but we managed to 
establish a squad through a lot of 
time and effort and I know for sure 
with a little bit of money, even for 
expenses, we would have been able 
to attract more players and become 
a mid-table side,” said Darnton. 


“This I have proven at the likes of 
Andover and Winchester who were 
in the Southern League at the time 
on limited budgets, so I have lots of 
experience at this level and know 
what is needed. 

“Working as a joint manager can 
also be difficult and opinions differ 
on players,” he added. 

“I knew from the start that 
Graham would have the final say 
on things, but football is all about 
opinions and this is part of manage¬ 
ment. 

“I was also disappointed about us 
being unable to keep Matt Oldring, 
arguably our best player, at the 
club after Dorchester had put an 
approach in. 

“The players have been great and 
I’m very touched by all the kind text 
messages I have received. I wish 
them all the best for the future 
along with Bashley FC.” 

Graham Speechley-Price said he 


had been informed of the club’s 
intentions to look for a new manag¬ 
er and passed that information on 
to Darnton. 

“Clubs at this level need invest¬ 
ment and it wouldn’t take a lot to 
really take Bashley forward,” he 
said. 

“Andy decided he didn’t want to 
work under those circumstances, 
which I could understand. 

“I’ll soldier on. It may be that the 
club don’t find anyone, but if some¬ 
one becomes available I’ll happily 
step aside.” 

It is the second time that 
Southampton-based Darnton, a 
long-serving Bash defender in the 
late-90s/early-2000s, has parted 
company with the club under less 
than satisfactory circumstances. 

Back in 2005 he successfully sued 
them for wrongful dismissal and 
loss of earnings after being dis¬ 
missed as player-coach.

Burt’s in 
demand 

FOLLAND Sports defender Matt 
Burt is a man in demand. 

Having recently turned down 
overtures from Southern League 
outfit Bashley, the towering centre- 
back is now the subject of seven 
days’ notice of approach from 
Winchester City who are seeking a 
replacement for Leigh Mills. 

Burt has been a tower of strength 
for Follands since joining them from 
Sydenhams Premier rivals Fareham 
Town last season.

“It was exactly what we’d expect¬ 
ed, a typically hard-fought game 
with neither side giving the other 
any time on the ball,” he said.

CHRIS Flood’s bright 
start for Basingstoke 
Town comes as no sur¬ 
prise to the team he left 
behind. 

Dave Malone, director 
of football at Flood’s old 
club Winchester City, 
says the 24-year-old for¬ 
ward is a prime example 
of a player who finds it 
easier to shine higher up 
the non-League pyramid 
than lower down the 
ranks. 

With 21 goals scored in

Eastleigh have only ever

Eventually finishing run¬ 
ners-up, Harriers then lost 
both legs of their play-off 
semi-final to a Wrexham 
side who had finished fifth! 

Kidderminster have also 
been to Wembley four times 
in the FA Trophy final. 

In 1987 they drew 0-0 with 
Burton before winning a 
replay at West Bromwich 
Albion. Four years later 
they lost 2-1 to Wycombe 
Wanderers before a then 
record crowd of 34,842. 

And in 1995, they were 
beaten by the same score by 
Woking. 

The last time 
Kidderminster reached the 
national stadium was in 
2007. They faced Stevenage 
in what was the first club 
game ever played at the 
new Wembley, the Trophy 
final attracting a competi¬ 
tion record crowd of 53,262 
as a result. 

Kidderminster lost 3-2. 


The first time Eastleigh 
had reached the fourth 
qualifying round was in 
2007/08 when they were 
drawn at home to Forest 
Green Rovers.

Fleetwood went on 
to score twice 
as Rovers 
held 
Rotherham 
to a 2-2 draw 
in the first 
round, and was on 
target again when 
they went to 

Yorkshire and 

stunned the hosts 
with a 3-0 replay suc¬ 
cess. 

Drawn away to 
Swindon in the second 
round, Rovers amazingly 
led 2-1 - Fleetwood 
again among the goals 
- before the hosts hit 
back with Blair 


Sturrock pouncing for an 
88th minute winner. 

Eastleigh’s last appear¬ 
ance at the fourth qualify¬ 
ing round stage was in 
2010/11 when they lost 3-2 
at Woking. 

Prior to all that, Eastleigh 
had a poor FA Cup record 
in the 1990s, failing to win 
in five successive years at 
one point. 

In contrast,

times in

more illustri¬ 
ous history. 

Last season 
they reached 
the fourth 
round proper, 
mly losing 1-0 to 
lunderland at 
the Stadium of 
Light.

Joe Lolley struck the win¬ 
ner at London Road in his 
last appearance for 
Kidderminster before sign¬ 
ing for Championship club 
Huddersfield Town for 
around £250,000.

Charalampos Mavrias 
brought an end to 
Kidderminster’s fine run 
with a fifth minute winner 
at Sunderland. 

That was the second 
longest Cup run in 
Harriers’ recent history. 

Back in 1993/94 - when 
Eastleigh were losing to 
Andover in the second 
qualifying round - the 
Worcestershire club pro¬ 
gressed to the fifth round 
proper. 

En route they scored a 
famous third round 2-1 win 
at Midlands neighbours 
Birmingham City, who 


were relegated from the 
second tier of English foot¬ 
ball that season. 

Kidderminster then 
dumped Preston out 1-0 
before losing by the same 
score to West Ham at 
Aggborough in the last 16. 

They were the last non 
league club to reach the 
fifth round until 2011, when 
Crawley reached that stage 
before losing 1-0 at Old 
Trafford. 

Kidderminster finished 
the 1993/94 season by win¬ 
ning the Conference title, 
but were refused admission 
to the Football League due 
to their ground not being 
up to the required stan¬ 
dard. 

Under ex-Liverpool mid¬ 
fielder Jan Molby, 
Kidderminster again won 
the Conference title in 
1999/2000.The club spent 
five years in the Football 
League before being rele¬ 
gated. 

The nearest they have 
come to a return was in the 
memorable 2012/13 season.

BRAINTREE - 20 

Young striker Jordan Cox has so far 
scored five league goals for the Essex club, 
after only netting twice in his previous two 
seasons for the club. 

England non league international Kenny 
Davis, the club’s skipper, has also netted 
five times so far. 

That puts him on course to possibly better 
his best ever Conference Premier goalscor¬ 
ing season of 11 goals in 2012/13. 

BRISTOL ROVERS - 20 

Rovers have certainly spread the goals 
around in their first ever Conference Premier 
campaign. 

Three of manager Darryl Clarke’s summer 
signings have all scored three times so far. 

Strikers Adam Cunnington and Matty 
Taylor - signed from Cambridge United and 
Forest Green Rovers respectively - have 
wasted no time getting among the goals.

DARTFORD- 16 

Skipper Elliot Bradbrook is the Kent club’s 
top scorer so far with four goals from mid- 
field. He is the club’s talisman, having net¬ 
ted nine times in 2013/14 and 10 goals the 
previous season. 

Elliot’s brother, Tom, is Dartford’s second 
top marksman with three goals. 

SOUTHPORT - 16 

Record breaker Richard Brodie, pictured 
below, is expected to be the main supply of 
goals. 

He has already netted five, and none of 
his team-mates have scored more than two. 

Brodie made his name at York City, 
smashing 30 goals in 2009/10 as the club 
lost the Conference Premier play-off final to 
an Oxford side containing current Eastleigh 
pair James Constable and Jack Midson. 

That form won him a £250,000 move to 
Crawley that summer, a record sum for a 
player between two non league clubs. 

Brodie scored 11 times as Crawley 
romped to the Conference Premier title in 
2010/11. 

Ex-Salisbury and Cherries striker Matt 

Tubbs led the way with a stunning 37-goal 
league haul, while current Eastleigh 
striker Craig McAllister weighed in 
with 12 goals. 

Brodie, still only 27, left to join 
Gateshead in the summer of 
2013, and completed a perma¬ 
nent move to Southport at the 
end of last season after initially 
joining them on loan. 

CHESTER - 16 

Chester boast a high profile striker in their 
ranks, ex-Scottish international Chris 
Iwelumo. 

Now 36, Iwelumo scored over 100 career 
goals in the Football League, and netted 
against Saints for the likes of Charlton and 
Colchester. 

But he has only struck once in the 
Conference Premier so far after spending 
time last season with Scunthorpe and St 
Johnstone. 

Top scorer is striker Craig Hobson with 
four goals while Sean McConville, a summer 
signing from Stalybridge, has netted three 
times so far. 

John Rooney, younger brother of Wayne, 
has two goals from 16 games so far. 

ALFRETON- 15 

Having lost last season’s leading marks¬ 
man John Akinde to Barnet, the Derbyshire 
club are relying on 20-year-old rookie Joe 
Ironside. Signed on a free after being 
released by Sheffield United, Ironside is the 
club’s top scorer so far with four goals. 

Alfreton will also be hoping Karl Hawley 
can roll back the years a bit. 

The man who plundered 26 league and 
cup goals for Carlisle in 2005/06 has 
grabbed three goals so far after joining from 
Torquay last summer. 

Two of Hawley’s goals ironically came 
against Torquay in Alfreton’s surprise 4-2 
win last weekend. 

NUNEATON -12 

Only two players have scored more than 
once for the struggling Midlands side. 

Striker Andy Brown, who in 2012/13 netted 
19 Conference Premier goals for the club, is 
joined on two strikes by centre half Gareth 
Dean.

AS THE recriminations con¬ 
tinue following the publica¬ 
tion of Kevin Pietersen’s 
autobiography, it is hard to 
believe only ten years have 
passed since he signed for 
Hampshire. 

It was on October 26,2004, that 
Pietersen, then a relative 
unknown, was unveiled in front 
of a handful of local press in a 
small, nondescript room on the 
ground floor of the Rose Bowl 
pavilion. 

Flanked by Hampshire 
Cricket secretary Tim Tremlett 
and chairman Rod Bransgrove, 
the 24-year-old was soon dis¬ 
cussing his England ambitions 
following his move south. 

After an impressive start to 
his first-class career with 
Nottinghamshire, who he left 
following his well-documented 
fall-out at Trent Bridge, 
Pietersen gave us a taste of the 
self-belief that would drive him 
to greatness. 

“It’s a big move for me and 
hopefully I’ll be in the Test side 
soon,” he said. 

“Robert Key and Ian Bell are 
ahead of me in the pecking 
order at the moment so it’s a 
case of biding my time - but get¬ 
ting big runs for Hampshire will 
do me no harm.” 

The Rose Bowl square was still 
settling down after only three 
seasons of first-class cricket, 
but that had not put Pietersen 
off joining forces with Shane 
Warne. 

“People have come down here 
and scored hundreds and dou¬ 
ble hundreds so why can’t I do 
that?” he reasoned. 

“It’s the challenge that excites 
me. I could have stayed at Trent 
Bridge and do what I’ve done for 
the last four years or go and 
play at the Oval or Canterbury 
on flat wickets and get 1500 
runs.” 

Hampshire had abandoned 
plans to sign Ed Smith from 
Kent as soon as Pietersen’s 
availability became known. 

“Warney’s been ringing me 
nearly every day to find out if 
we’ve signed him because he 
knows that KP has the potential 
to be among the very top play¬ 
ers in the world,” said 
Bransgrove. 

“But the real question will be 
how quickly he gets there and 
how much we see of him over 
the next two or three seasons.” 

The answer? Seven County 
Championship appearances in 
six years. 

Six of those were during his 
first two months with the coun¬ 
ty, only two of which were at 
The Rose Bowl. 

Throw in his 17 one-day and

two Twenty20 appearances from 
2005-10 and Pietersen spent just 
45 days of his career in a 
Hampshire shirt. 

But he was once very keen to 
play for the county. 

“What have Hampshire said?” 
was his immediate response 
when I rang him following con¬ 
firmation of the county’s initial 
interest in signing him a decade 
ago. 

By the time Pietersen made his 
Hampshire debut he was a 
household name. 

Having made his one-day inter¬ 
national bow in Zimbabwe a 
month after his Hampshire 
unveiling, Pietersen announced 
himself on the world stage with 
three one-day international hun¬ 
dreds in South Africa, amid 
much hostility from his fellow 
countrymen, the following 
February. 

Six weeks later, he could not 
have been more accommodating 


with the local press during a pre¬ 
season training day at the Royal 
Military Academy in Sandhurst. 

Hampshire had also signed 
Pietersen’s best pal Richard 
Logan, one of his few allies in the 
Notts dressing room from where, 
infamously, his kit bag had been 
flung over the balcony by his for¬ 
mer captain Jason Gallian dur¬ 
ing one flare-up. 

Pietersen shared a flat with 
Logan during those first few 
months with Hampshire and 
hopes were high when he made 
his debut at home to Essex in the 
45-over totesport League on 
April 17, 2005. 

It was a damp squib. Pietersen 
was bowled for five by slow left- 
armer Tim Phillips before Andy 
Flower - aka the Mood Hoover in 
Pietersen’s tome - led Essex to a 
Duckworth-Lewis win. 

Pietersen’s first first-class 
innings for Hampshire (lbw 
Kirtley 0) was the first of three

first 


it-innings ducks in his first 
two months with the county. 

But his maiden first-class 
fifty was a treat. It came 
against Sussex in the second 
innings of a thriller at Hove, a 
51-ball 61 featuring three sixes 
two against Mushtaq 
Ahmed’s leg-spin and one 
audacious straight hit against 
Kirtley on to the top of the old 
Arthur Gilligan Stand (two 
months later he would do the 
same to Glenn McGrath on his 
Test debut at Lord’s). 

Ironically, Pietersen’s first- 
class Hampshire debut is also 
memorable for the sledging of 
Matt Prior by the county’s 
Australians. 

Dubbed the ‘Big Cheese’ in 
Pietersen’s book, Prior was 
given the moniker 
‘Watermelons’ by Warne 
and Simon Katich, the joke 
being that the Sussex 
wicketkeeper looked 


like he could squeeze one 
under each arm, such was his 
swagger as he came out to bat. 

After just 17 runs from his 
first three one-day innings for 
Hampshire, Pietersen request¬ 
ed to open the batting against 
the part-timers of Shropshire 
CC at Whitchurch in the first 
round of the C & G Trophy, just 
a couple of months before his 
Test debut. 

He proceeded to thrill the 
locals - and old friends from 
Cannock CC - with six sixes in 
a 49-ball 76 (Derek Kenway 
contributed 13 to their opening 
stand of 62). 

It ensured his first win in a 
Hampshire shirt. 

“I approached it as I do every 
game - as if it’s an internation¬ 
al,” he said afterwards. “I need¬ 
ed the runs, that’s why I asked 
Shane if I could open the 
innings. 

“Kat (Simon Katich) and 


Creeps (John Crawley) had 
sore fingers so I asked if I could 
have a go against the new ball 
and I loved it. 

“My feet got moving a lot bet¬ 
ter than they have been. I’ve 
been hitting the ball really 
well, I’ve just got out in unfor¬ 
tunate, silly ways 

“I’ve hit one into my pad that 
could have gone anywhere and 
went up to midwicket, and I hit 
another to backward point that 
could have gone for four. 

“But that’s cricket.” 

Pietersen’s Hampshire form 
peaked in mid-May 2005. It 
began with 125 in another dra¬ 
matic Championship match 
against Kent at Canterbury. 

The home side closed on 447-9 
after being set a record 485 to 
win, but former Hampshire 
scorer Vic Isaacs remembers 
the match for a joke that went 
down like a lead balloon. 

“It was windy and with the 

i m 


window open my hair had got 
blown about. When I went in 
the dressing room at the end of 
play, Pietersen said ‘look at the 
state of your hair!’ 

“I jokingly commented that it 
was better than looking like a 
skunk! The room laughed but 
not him.” 

Pietersen’s unique hairdo 
became familiar to cricket fans 
during that summer’s epic 
Ashes series. “I think he want¬ 
ed to be cricket’s David 
Beckham,” says his former 
Hampshire teammate Alan 
Mullally. “But he wondered 
why everyone was looking at 
him when we went to 
[Southampton bar] Dock Gate 
4 soon after he had it done!” 

Mullally offers an interesting 
insight into Pietersen from 
during this period. 

“On one occasion I was chat¬ 
ting to Warney in the changing 
room when KP interrupted. 
‘Al,’ he said. ‘I am good aren’t 
I?’ Warney and I looked at each 
other, surprised. I told KP that 
I’d played against Lara, the 
Waugh brothers, Border and 
Tendulkar, and that he hadn’t 
achieved what they had. He 
didn’t know what to say. 
People think KP’s arrogant but 
I think that brashness just cov¬ 
ers up a lot of his insecurities. I 
think he’s a good bloke under¬ 
neath it all.” 

The high point of Pietersen’s 
26-game Hampshire career 
was a blistering run of form in 
mid- May 2005. 

He followed his 125 at Kent 
with 80 against Middlesex at 
Lord’s (from only 50 balls and 
including another six sixes), 69 
not out in a C & G Trophy sec¬ 
ond-round win against 
Glamorgan and 126 against the 
same opponents in the 
Championship. 

But his form soon tailed off as 
Hampshire lost in two days to 
county champions 

Warwickshire at Stratford- 
upon-Avon. 

A week later, Pietersen suf¬ 
fered the ignominy of a two- 
ball duck on his return to 
Trent Bridge - trapped lbw by a 
yorker from former Notts 
teammate Andrew Harris 
(Pietersen made 41 against 
some declaration bowling - 
including ten overs from 
Gallian - in the second innings, 
before Hampshire won a final- 
day thriller in front of a hand¬ 
ful of spectators following two 
days of rain). 

His next first-class match 
was a very different occasion, 
the game in which he 
announced himself as a true 
star by top scoring twice, with 
57 and an unbeaten 64, on his

COMMONWEALTH Games 
marathon champion 
Michael Shelley will be 
aiming for a place in the 
history books when he 
makes his Bupa Great 
South Run debut next 
week. 

The 31-year-old, left, has not 
competed in a major ten-mile 
race before and will be attempt¬ 
ing to become the first 
Australian to win the elite 
men’s section in Portsmouth, 
writes SIMON WALTER. 

“Ten miles is a great little dis¬ 


tance to race,” he said. “It’s in 
between the 10km and the half 
marathon, so you can really 
push yourself. 

“I’m looking forward to the 
ten mile challenge. It should be 
a great event. 

“I love running in these mass 
participation races. I enjoy lis¬ 
tening to the experiences of peo¬ 
ple who run for charities and 
other reasons. It’s just as excit¬ 
ing for them as it is on the elite 
side.” 

Shelley became the first non- 
African winner of the 
Commonwealth men’s 

marathon title for 20 years 


when he overhauled Kenya’s 
Stephen Chemlany towards the 
end of a gripping 26.2 mile race 
at Glasgow 2014 in August. 

It earned him a nomination 
for the prestigious ‘Don Award’, 
bestowed every October by 
Sport Australia and named 
after the legendary cricketer Sir 
Don Bradman. Demon fast 
bowler Mitchell Johnson was 
also on the shortlist for the 2014 
prize. 

Both were pipped by hurdler 
Sally Pearson but Shelley’s 
coach was inducted into the 
Sport Australia Hall of Fame at 
the grand awards ceremony in

Melbourne last week. 

As well as being a pioneer¬ 
ing sports scientist at the 
Australian Institute of Sport, 
Dick Telford has guided 
Shelley, fellow marathon run¬ 
ner Lisa Martin-Ondieki and 
5,000m man Andrew Lloyd to 
Commonwealth gold medals. 

“Dick is a great coach and a 
great friend,” said Shelley. 
“I’ve been working with him 
for 12 years now. 

“The reason I finished so 
strongly in the 

Commonwealth Games 
marathon was because he 
looked at why I’d been fading 


at the end of marathons and 
put some plans in place. I cut 
down on the sugar levels of the 
soft drinks I was taking and it 
worked.” 

Shelley returned to the scene 
of his Commonwealth triumph 
last weekend, finishing fifth in 
the Great Scottish Run half 
marathon in Glasgow. 

It was his first race against 
Haile Gebrselassie, who 
dropped out after three miles, 
and Shelley is hoping that the 
great Ethiopian recovers from 
his asthmatic problems to join 
him in the 25th Bupa Great 
South Run. 


“I’ve always been in awe of 
Haile,” said Shelley. “Growing 
up in Australia, I watched all 
of those world records he ran, 
and that great battle he had 
with Paul Tergat at the 
Sydney Olympics. 

“He’s the greatest of all time. 
It was an absolute honour just 
to meet him in Glasgow.” 

The line-up for the elite 
men's field at the 2014 Bupa 
Great South Run also includes 
European 10,000m silver 
medallist Andy Vernon of 
Aldershot and the extraordi¬ 
nary Steve Way from Poole. 

Way, 40, finished tenth in the 


Commonwealth Games 
marathon less than seven 
years after taking up running 
to lose weight and give him 
motivation to kick his 20-a-day 
smoking habit. 

Vernnon also has local links, 
being a former Stubbington 
Green club athlete. 

But European 10,000m cham¬ 
pion Jo Pavey, who was due to 
head the field in the women's 
race, has withdrawn through 
injury.

Test debut against Australia at Lord’s. 

Pietersen only made one more appearance for 
Hampshire in 2005, contributing five runs in the C & 
G Trophy final win against Warwickshire at Lord’s. 

A 74-ball 98, arguably his best Rose Bowl innings, 
inspired Hampshire to victory against Essex in the 
first home game of their C& G Trophy defence the 
following May. 

Sightings of Pietersen in a Hampshire shirt were 
now few and far between, but his battle with Simon 
Jones in a Friends Provident Trophy win against 
Glamorgan at Swansea the following June was a rare 
treat (KP made 39 in difficult conditions, while Jones 
bowled like the wind). 

With Warne's Hampshire career now over, 
Pietersen's seventh and final Championship outing 
for the county came in a draw against Somerset at 
Taunton a year later, in June 2008. 

It is a match best remembered for James 
Tomlinson’s career-best 8-46 on the first day. 

Pietersen followed that with his third Hampshire 
hundred, but what I remember most from those four 
days is the sight of the soon-to-be England captain 
enjoying an end-of-play game of football on the out¬ 
field with his teammates. 

He did not come across as a loner then and made 
a good impression on his teammates. “He used to 
practise very hard, his work rate was unbelievable,” 
says Tomlinson, as he recalled that week in Taunton. 

Paul Terry, who would be replaced as Hampshire 
coach by Giles White later that season, concurs: 
“The first year with us was one of transition for KP, 
suddenly he was a superstar and I think it took him a 
while to get used to that. 

“But whenever KP came down I couldn’t fault him. 
He was great at Taunton. By then he was living in 
London but when we played away from home he had 
to stay around the group and he worked hard. He 
was really good around the dressing room and he 
always prepared well. He got me throwing balls at 
him for goodness knows how long!” 

KP’s Hampshire teammates do not have a bad 
word to say about his time with the county. 

Only last week, Michael Carberry, having been 
dragged into the recent war of words by the laugh¬ 
able ECB statement that claimed KP ‘made dis- 
aparaging remarks’ about his former Hampshire 
teammate, tweeted: “Just to set the record straight 
re: @KP24 .Ive never had any issues with Kev. We 
have always got on well and still do.” 

Pietersen produced his best all-round performance 
for Hampshire a month after his Taunton ton, top 
scoring with a 29-ball 43 and taking 3-33 with his off- 
spin against Shaun Udal’s Middlesex. 

Within a few weeks he captained England for the 
first time. It was 18 months after returning to the 
ranks following his first ECB fall-out that he played 
his next - and last - game for Hampshire, in June 
2010 . 

Pietersen was out for 15 but Hampshire won a T20 
match by ten runs against Surrey, who he would 
soon be playing for following his post-match com¬ 
ments. “Geographically it doesn’t work, I live in 
Chelsea,” he said, when asked about his Hampshire 
future. 

He then betrayed his lack of commitment to 
Hampshire when I asked for his thoughts on the per¬ 
formance of Chris Wood, who had just taken three 
wickets. As if thinking aloud, he replied: “Which one 
is Wood?” 

A month later, England wanted Pietersen to pre¬ 
pare for a Test against Pakistan by batting in a 40- 
over match against Kent. But Hampshire, quite right¬ 
ly, stuck with James Vince instead. 

“KP was very professional for us, he gave every¬ 
thing when he was down, but we couldn’t justify 
playing him ahead of a young, homegrown player 
who was playing well,” said Bransgrove. 

Fair enough. But it is sad that Pietersen’s last 
appearance at The Ageas Bowl, a 40-over match in 
August 2012, is remembered by Hampshire fans 
more than any of his performances for the county. 

Having been bowled first ball by Liam Dawson, 
Pietersen left the field to a cacophony of boos from 
the home crowd, the sort of reception he received on 
his return to South Africa in 2005, but without the 
runs to silence them.
